In consideration of $25. paid 
to it, the United States promised to the owner of a 
registered trade-mark, during s period of 30 years, 
the protection provided for by the. act of Congress. 
This statate is declared void, its remedies are arini- 
hilated, and the Government wholly fails to perform 
ite-part.of the contract which it has entered into 
with one of its citizens. Meanwhile, the owner of 
the ‘trade-mark, having performed his part of the 
agreement by complying with the prescribed regula- 
tions of the law, is not. in fauit, The fact that he 
does not get what he paid for, in fact nothing for his 
money, would seem to be snfiisient reason why he 
sajeat be entitled to have his fee returned to him, 
Upward of $21,000 has been paid to the Govern- 
ment during the present year by the owners of trade- 
tharks, and nearly $200,000 since the law went into
